vation of All, if not reſiſted. Nor is it leſs Univer/al 
than Inbred-Sin, . being the Purchaſe of his Death who 
laſted Death for every Man. For as in Adam all died, 
even jo in CHRIS all all be made alibe. 
2. But ſome are not afraid to aſſert, That GOD by 
an Eternal and unchangable Decree hath predeflinated to 
Eternal Damnation the far greater Part of Mankind, 


and that abjolately, without any reſpect to their e bebe; 


but only for the ſhexvins the Glory of his Fuſtice: And 
that fer the bringing "this about, he hath appointed 


theſe ale Souls mecar ily to avalk i in thitr wicked 
Ways

Ways,. that fo his Fuſtice may lay hold on them: An 
that he juftly condemns theſe, altho' he hath withheld 
rom them that Grace by awhich alone they could have 
laid hold of Salvation, as having decreed, ( with- 
out any reſpe to their Works ) That tbey hall nat obey, 
and that the Goſpel ewhich he publicly anvites them. 
to accept, ſhall never prove effetual for their Salua- 
- tion, but only ſerve ts aggravate their Guilt, and occa- 
fron their greater Damnation. 5 ry 
3. We may ſafely call this Doctrine a Novelty, 
ſeeing in the firſt four hundred Years after Chriſt, there 
is no Mention made of it, by any Writer, great or 
ſmall, in any Part of the Chriſtian Churgqi. For, as 
it is contrary to the Teſtimony of Scripture, and to 
the Tenor of the Goſpel, fo all the antient Writers; 
Teachers and Doctors of the Church, paſs it over 
with a profound Silence. The firſt Foundations of it 
were laid, in the latter Writings of Auguſtine; who in 
his Heat againſt Pelagius, let fall ſome Expreſſions, 
which ſome have unhappily glean'd up, for the eſtab- 
liſhing of this Error; thereby contradicting many others 9 
and many more, and frequent Expreſſions of the ſame ' 2 
Auguſtine, It was afterwards taught by Dominicus, a: "Þ 
Popiſh Frier, and the Monks of his Order, and at laſt it: p 
was unhappily taken up by Fohn Calvin, (otherwiſe i 
a Man in divers reſpects to be commended) to the great N 
ſtaining of his Reputation, and Defamation both of the | 
Protefiant and of the Chriſtian Religion. However 
we ſhould not reject it for the Silence of the Antients, . 
if it had any real Bottom in the Word of GO; and ! 
if it were not High) injurious to GOD himi/e!Ff, to IESUus il 
CHRIST our Mediator and Redeemer, to the Power, © 1 
Virtue, Nobility and Excellency of bis Pleſſed Goſpel, 
and la/ily, to All Mankind. „ 

. Furſt, I 7s highly injurious to G OD, becauſe it 
makes him the Author of Sin. I confeſs the Alſ-- 
ſertors of this Doctrine deny this Conſequence of it: 
But that is but a meer IIluſion, and is equally ridicu-

four. Forif GOD has decreed, that the Re debe 


ted ſhall Periſh, and if he hath alſo decreed that they 
ſhou'd walk in thoſe wicked Ways, by which they are 


led to that End: Who, I pray, is the firſt Author 
and Cauſe thereof but G O D, who ſo willed and de- 


creed? This is as plain and natural a Conſequence, as 
any can poſhbly be. And therefore altho many of 
the Preachers of this Doctrine have ſought out various 
ſtrange, ſtrain'd and intricate Diſtinctions to avoid it, 
yet ſome, and that of the moſt eminent among them, 


have openly acknowledg'd it. I ſhall inſtance a few 


among many Paſſages. (a) I /ay that by the Qrdinatiin | 
and Will of G OD, _— fell. GOD wou'd have MM 
Man to fall. Man is blinded by the Will and Command- | 
ment of GOD. We refer the Cauſes of hardening 
us te GOD. The higheſt or remote Cauſe of hardening 
is, The Will of GOD. Theſe are Calvins Words. 
(b) GOD (ſaith Bega) hath predeſtinated aubomſo- 
ever he ſaw meet, not only unto Damnation, but alſs 
unto the Cauſes of it. 


(c) It is certain ( ſaith Zanchius) that GOD it the 


Ait Cauſe of Obduration. Reprobates ars held fo faſt 


under GO O“ s Almighty Decree, that they cannot but 
Sin and Periſb. (d) GOD (ſaith Martyr) doth incline 
and force the Wills of Wicked Men into great Sins. 


le) GOD (faith Zuinglius) moveth the Robber to kill. 


He killeth, GO D forcing him thereunto. (f] Repro- 1 
bate Per ſons (ſaith Piſcator) are ab/elutely hy Ties to ü 
this twofold End, To undergo everlaſting Puniſpment, 
and Neceſſarily to Sin: Ard, herons to Sin, that they 


may be be juſtly punibed.

5. If theſe Sayings do not import, That GOD ie 
the Author of Sin, we muſt not then ſeek theſe Men's . 
Opinions from their Words, but ſome Way elſe. It 
ſeems as if they had aſſumed to themſelves that monſ- 
trous, twofold Will they feign of GOD: One by 
which they declare their Minds openly, and another - 
more Secret and Hidden, which is quite contrary to the ; 
other. Nor doth it at all help them to ſay, That Man 
fins wvi//ingly ; ſince that Willingneſs to Sin 4s (accord- | 
to their Judgment) ſo neceſſarily impoſed upon him, | 
| 
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that he cannot but be Willing, becauſe G OD hath. 
willed and decreed him to be ſo. This Shift is juſt as j 
if T ſhould take a Child unable to refiſt me, and throw _ q 
it down from a high Precipice. The Weight of its . 
Body indeed makes it go readily down, and the Vio- 
lence of the Fall beats out its Brains and kills it. But 
tho' the Weight of its Body and not any immediate | 
Stroke of my Hand makes the Child die; whether f 
is the Child or I the proper Cauſe of its Death? Let 
then any Man judge, whether they who make GOD's 
Part as great, and more immediate, in the Sins of 
Men, do not make GO D the Author of Sin, and lo . 
are highly injurious to him? | | 
6. Secondly, This Doctrine is i2juricus to G O D, 
becauſe it makes him delight in the Death of Sinners, 
contrary to the, Expreſs Words, of GO D himſelf. 
As I live, ſaith the Lord GOD, I have no Pleaſure 
in the Death of the Wicked, but that the Wicked turn 
from his Way and live. Turn ye, turn ye from your | 
evil Ways For why will ye die, O Houſe of Iſrael? . | 
_ Ezek. xxxiii. 11. This is good and acceptable in the Sight - { 
of GOD our Saviour : Who willeth all Men to be- 
faved, and to come unto the Knowledge of the Truth, i 
1, Tim. ii. 4. The Lord is Iono-ſuffering, not willing » - | 
that any ſhou d Periſh, but that all ſhou'd come unto Re- N 
 gentance. But if he hath created Men only for thia | 
very End, that he might ſhew forth his Vengeance up- . © } 
on them (as theſe Men affirm) and for effecting this. 4 
End, hath withheld from them that Grace, whereby . 1 
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alone they could be ſaved from periſhing, yea and alſo 
predeſtinated the Evil, that they might fall into it; 
certainly he muſt delight in their Death, contrary to 
his own expreſs Declaration. | : 7's 
7. Thirdly, This Doctrine is highly injurious to 
Cnr1sT our Mediator, aud to the Efficacy and Excel. 
dency of his Goſpel. For it ſuppoſes his Mediation to be 
neceſſarily of none effect, with regard to the Salvation 
of the Greater Part of the World : As if he had not by 
his Sufferings and Death throughly broken down the 
midale Wall, nor yet removed the Wrath of GOD, or 
purchaſed theLove of GOD for all Mankind : As if 
it was afore decreed, that it ſhould be of no Service, to 
the far greater Part of Mankind. And it is to no Purpoſe 
to ſay, That his Death was of Efficacy enough to have 
ſaved all Mankind; if in effect its Virtue be not ſo far 
extended, as to put all Mankind into a Capacity of 
Salvation. | 
8. Fourthly, It makes the Preaching of the Goſpel 
a meer Mock and Illuſion, if many of thoſe to whom 
it is preached, are by an wreyocable Decree, ſhut out 
from being benifited by it. It wholly makes uſeleſs 
the preaching of Faith and Repentance, and the whole 
Tenor of the Goſpel-Promiſes and Threatnings. For 
if ſuch a Decree be already paſt, Man needs do nothing 
but wait for Freſiſtible Grace : Which if he be Elec- 
ted, will come, tho' it be but at his laſt Hour: And 
if he be Reprobated, will never come, be his Diligence 
and waiting what it can. 


9. Fifthly, This Doctrine makes the coming of CHRIST, 


and his Sacrifice on the Croſs, which the Scripture af- 
firms io bade been the Fruit F G0 D, Lowe to the 


World, io have been rather a Jeſtimony of GOD's 


Wrath to the World, yea one of the greateſt Judgments 
and Sewereſt Ads that can be conceiv'd of GOD's 
Indigna tion toward Mankind : It being only ordain'd 


Fe to this Doctrine) to ſave a very few, and 
for the hardening and increaſing the Damnation of 
ide far greater Number of Men, namely of all thoſe who. 
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do not truly believe: The Cauſe of which Unbelief a- 
ain, (as theſe Divines, ſo called, above aſſert,) is the 
idden Counſel of GOD. Certainly then the comin 
of CHRIST was never to them a Teſtimony of GOD% 
Love, but rather of his implacable Wrath : And if the 
World may be taken for the far greater Number of ſuch 
as live in it, GOD never loved the World, according 
to this Doctrine, but rather hated it greatly, in ſend- 
ing his Son to be crucified in it. 5 
10. Sixthly, This Doctrine is highly injurious to Man- 
kind; for it renders them in a far worſe Condition 
than the Devils in Hell. For theſe were ſome time 
in a Capacity to have ſtood: They might have kept 
their Nappy Eſtate but would not: Whereas many Mil- 
lions of Men are tormented for ever, according to them, 
who never were happy, nor ever can be. It renders 
them in a worſe State than the Beaſts of the Field, 
of whom the Maſter requires no more than they are 
able to perform, and if they be killed, Death is to 
them the End of all Sorrow : Whereas Man is in Pain 
without End, for not doing that which he never was 
able to do. It puts him into a far worſe Condition 
than Phareah put the 1/-az/ztes : For tho' he with- 
held Straw from them, yet they could get it by much 
Labour. But they make GOD to withhald from 
Men all Means of Salvation, ſo that they cannot at- 
tain it by all their Pains. Yea, they place Mankind 
in that Condition which the Poets feiga of Tantalus: 
Who oppreſt with Thirſt, ſtands in Water up to the 
Chin, yet can by no Means reach it with his Tongue; 
| and being tormented with Hunger, hath Fruits hang- 
ing at his very Lips, yet ſo as he can never lay hold 
of them with his Teeth. And theſe Things are fo 
near him, not to nouriſh him, but to torment him. 
So do theſe Teachers make GOD deal with Mankind. 
They make the outward Creation, the Works of Pro- 
vidence, the Smitings of Conſcience, ſufficient to con- 
vince the Reprobates of Sin, but never intended to help 
them to Salvation, They make the Preaching of the 
1 Goſpel, 
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Goipel; and the offer of Salvation by CHRIST ſuffi- 
cient to condemn them; ſerving to beget a ſeeming Faith 
and a vain Hope; yet by Reaſon of GO D' s Irre- 
ſiſtible Decree, all theſe (ſay they) are wholly ineffec- 


tual to bring them the leaſt Step towards Salvation, 
and do only contribute to make their Condemnation 


the greater, and their Torments the more violent and 
intolerable. 

11. In direct Oppoſition to this we affirm, That 
GOD out of his infinite Lowe, auho delighteth not in 
the Death of a Sinner, but that all ſhould live aud be 
ſaved, hath ſent his only begotten Son into the World, 
that whoſoever believeth in him might be ſaved. This 
Doctrine is ſo evident from the Scripture Teſtimony, 


that there is ſcarce found any other Article of the Chriſ- 
tian Faith, ſo frequently, ſo plainly and ſo poſitivelyß 


aſſerted. It is that which maketh the preaching of 


Cu xis to be indeed the Goſpel, or Glad Tidings to 


All; as the Angel declared his coming to be, ¶ Lake, 
11. 10.) Bebold 1 bring You Good Tidings of Great. Fey 
evhich ſpall be.to all People, Whereas if this Coming 
of CyHRIsT had not brought a Poſſibility of Salva- 
tion to all, it ſhould rather have been accounted Bad 
Tidings of, great Sor»0w to. moſt Prople. Neither would 
the Angel have. had Reaſon to ſing, Peace on Earth 
and God Mill towards Men, if the Greateſt Part of 
Mankind had been neceſſarily ſhut out from receiving 
any Benefit from it. And indeed if ſo, how ſhould 


 CayrisT have ſent out his Servants to preach the Go/- 
el to every Creature ? that is, To every Son and 


Daughter of Mankind; for here is no Exception. He 
commands them to preach Salvation to All, Repentance 
and Remi{/ron of Sins to All, warning every one and 


exhorting every one a3 Paul did, Col. i. 28. But how 


cou'd they have preached the Goſpel to every Man, as 
became the Miniſters of CHRIST, in much Afjarance, 
if Salvation by that Goſpel had not been poſhble to 
All? What if ſome of thoſe had aſked them, Hath 
CurisT died for Me? Should they have anſwered 

85 conditionally, 
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conditionally, I Thou repent, CRRISHTH died for Thee ? 
The ſame Queſtion would have recurr'd, Hath CH rrsr 
died for Me that I may repent ? Otherwiſe My Repen- 
tance is impoſſible, To this nothing could be anſwer'd 
but the ſame thing over again. Whereas thoſe who 
bring the Glad Tidings of the Goſpel of Peace, are to 
preach the Common Salvation, Repentance unto All, 
offering a Door of Mercy and Hope to All, thro” ]z- 
sus CHRIST, who gave himſelf a Ranjom for All. 
The Goſpel invites All. And certainly CHR ISH in- 
tended not to deceive and delude the Greater Part of 
Mankind, when he invites and cries, ſaying, Come unto. 
me all Ye that are weary and heavy-laden, and I will 
give You Reſt. If Al then ought to ſeek. after him, 
and to look for Salvation by him, he muſt needs have 
made Salvation poſſible to All, For who is bound to 
ſeek after that which is impoſlible ? Certainly it were 
a Mocking of Men to bid them to do ſo. And ſuch as 
deny, that by the Death of CHRIST Salvation is 
made poſſible to All Men, do moſt blaſphemouſly make 
GOD mock the World, in giving his Servants a 
Commiſſion to preach the Goſpel of Salvation unto All, 
while he hath before decreed, that it ſhall not be poſ- 
hble for them to receive it. Do. not they make the 
J. o Rp to ſend forth his Servants with a Lie in their 
 Heyth, commanding them, to bid A and every one 
believe, that CyR1sT died for Them, and had pur- 
chas'd Salvation for them: Whereas (according to this 
Doctrine) he hath done no ſuch thing, or ever inten- 
ded it? Seeing then CHRI1sT hath commanded to 
preach Repentance and Remiſſion of Sins to All, it is 
certain that he died for All: And that it is poſſible for 
all to repent and believe. In as much as he who 
commiſſion'd his Seryants thus to preach, isa GOD 
of 'Truth and no Mocker of poor Mankind, neither 
doth he require of any Man, that which it is fimply 
impoſſible for him to do. 1 8 
12. Moreover, if we regard the Teftimony of the 
Scripture, there is not, that I knew of, one * 
Fn 855 Which 
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which affirms, CarrsT did not die for All, whereas 


there are divers Scriptures which poſitively and expreſs- 


ly affirm, He did. As 1. Tim. ii. 1, 3, 4, 6. {ex- 


hort therefore that firſt of all Supplications, Prayers, 
Interceſſions and giving of Thanks be made for all Men, 
Sc. For this is good and acceptable in the Sight of 
GOD our Saviour, who will have all Men to be 
faved, and to come to. the Knowledge of the Truth— 
Who gave himſelf a Ranſom for all, to be teſtified i in 


due time: Except we make the Apoſtle to aſſert quite 


another thing than he meant, there can be nothing 


more plain- than this, For firſt he here directs them 


To pray for all Men; and to prevent ſuch an Objec- 
tion as this, Cna187 prayed not for the World, nei- 
ther willeth he us to pray for all: Becauſe he willeth 


not that all ſhould be ſaved, but hath ordain'd many 


to be damned, he adds, This is good and acceptable 
awith GO D who willeth all Men to be ſaved. I 
deſire to know what can be more expreſſly affirmed ? 


Or, can any Two Propoſitions be ſtated in Terms more 


contradictory, than theſe Two, 

GOD wuilleth not ſome Men to be ſaved, and 

GOD wwilleth all Men to be ſaved? 

If: we believe the laſt, as the Apoftle hath affirmed, 
the firſt cannot be true. Whence (te conclude) he 
gives us a Reaſon of Cur15sTS' Willingneſs that all 


Mien ſhould-be faved, in theſe Words, Who gave him- 


ſelf a Ranſom for all. As if he had ſaid, fince he 
gave himſelf a Ranſom for All, it is plain he willeth 


all Men to be ſaved: / 


13. The lame thing is poſitively affirmed, Heb: ii. 9. 
We fee JIESs us who was made a litile 3 than the 
Angels, for the ſuffering of Death, crown'd avith Glory 
and Honour, that he by the Grace of GOD might 
tafle Death for every Man. He that will but open 
his Eyes, may fee this Truth here aſſerted, If He 
tafied Death fir every Man, then certainly there is no 


Man for whom he did not taſte Neathz and then there 


is 


Tom : 
is no Man who may not be made a Sharer of the Be- 
nefit of it. 1 

14. Again, Our Lo x p himſelf ſays, He came not 
to condemn the World, but that the Warld thro' him 
might be ſaved. Fohn iii. 17. And Fohn xii. 47. 
He came not to judge the World, but to ſave the World: 
Whereas, according to that Doctrine, he did come ra- 
ther to condemn the World, and not that it might be 
ſaved by him. For if he did not come to bring Sal- 
vation to the greater Part of Mankind, but to increaſe 
their Condemnation, it neceſſarily follows, That he did 
not come with an Intention to ſave, but to judge and 
condemn the greater Part of the World, contrary to 
his expreſs Teſtimony. 

15. Vet again, as the Apoſtle Paul aſſerts, That 
GOD willeth the Salvation of all, ſo doth the A- 
poſtle Peter aſſert, That he wvilleth not the periſbing of 
any, 2. Pet. iii. 9. The Lox D 7s not ſlack concerning 
his Promiſe, as ſome Men count Slackneſs : But is bng- 


ſuffering to-us ward, not willing that any ſhould periſh, 


but that all ſhou'd come to Repentance. And this is 
agreeable to that of the Prophet Ezeizel, xxxili. 11. As 
T live, ſaith the Lord, I have no Pleaſure in the Death 
of the Wicked, but that the Wicked turn from his Way 
and live. Now if it be ſafe to believe G OD, we 
muſt not think, that he intends to cheat us by all 
theſe Expreſſions, but that he is in good Earneſt. And 
if his Will take not Effect, the blame is on our Parts; 
which could not be if CHRIST had never died for us 
but left us under an Impoſſibility of Salvation. What 
mean all thoſe earneſt Invitations, all thoſe regretting _ 
Expoſtulations the Scripture is full of? As, Why will 
Ye die, O Houſe of Ijrail? They will not come unto me 
that they might have Life. I have waited to be gra- 
cious unto You, Haw often would I have gather d You, 
and Je would not? Are Men who are fo invited un- 
der no Capacity of being ſaved ? Is Salvation impoſ- 
ſible to them. Will you then ſuppoſe G OD in this, 
to be only like the Author of a Romance, or Maſter of 
; | | | 4 Comeay | 
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a Comedy, who amuſes and raiſes the various Affections 
and Paſſions of the Spectators: Sometimes leading them 
into Hope, and ſometimes into Deſpair; All this being, 
in effect, but a mere Illuſion, while he hath appointed 

what the Concluſion of all ſhall be ? 1 18 
16. Farther yet; This Doctrine is abundantly con- 
firmed by that of the Apoſtle, 1 Zohr ii. 1, 2. IF any 
Man fin, we have an Adwocate with the Father, 
Jesvs CyRiIsT the Righteous: And be is the Propi- 
tiation for our Sins; and not for ours only, but alſo for 
the Sins of the Whole World. The Way which our Ad- 
verſaries take to evade this 'Teſtimony, is moſt fooliſh 

and ridiculous. The World bere, ſay they, is the World 
of Believers : For which we have nothing but their 
own Aſſertion. For firſt, let them ſhew me, if they 
can, in all the Scripture, where ihe whole World is 
taken for Believers only. I ſhall ſhew them, where it 
is many times taken. for the r, contrary, as, The 
World knoxweth me not : The World receiveth me not: 
J am not of this World. Beſides all theſe Scriptures, 
Palm xvil. 14. Jai. xiii. 11. Matth. xviii. 7. John 
vii. 7. and viii. 26. and xii. 19. and xiv. 17. and xv. 
18, 19. and xvii. 14. and xviii. 20. 1 Cor. i. 21. and 
11. 12. and vi. 2. Gal. vi. 14. Fames i. 27. 2 Peter 
ii. 20. 1 Fohn ii. 15. and iii. 1. and iv. 4, 5. and 
many more. Secondly, The Apoſtle in this very 
Place contradiſtinguiſhes the World from the Saints 
thus, And not for Ours only, but for the Sins of the 
«whit World, What means the Apoſtle by Ours here? 
Is not that the Sins of Belieyers ? Was not he one 
of thoſe Believers? And was not this an Univer- 
fal Epiſtle, written to all the Saints that then were? 
So that according to theſe Men's Comment, there 
wou'd be a very unneceſſary and fooliſh Redundancy 
in the Apoſtle's Words, as if he had ſaid, He 7s a 
Propitiation not only for the Sins of all Believers, but al- 
fo for the Sins of all Believers. Is not this to make the 
Apoſtle's Words Nonſenſe ? Let them ſhew us, where 
ever there is ſuch a Manner of Speaking in all the 
e : OR Scripture z where 
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where any of the Penmen firſt name the Believers to- 
gether. with themſelves, and then contradiſtinguiſhes 
them from ſome other whole Wald of Bdievers ? 

17. But we need no better Interpreter for the Apoſ- 
tle than himſelf, who uſes the very ſame Expreſſion in 


the ſame Epiltle, c. v. 19. Saying, We know that we 


are of GO D and the whole World 1ieth in Wicked- 
nge. There cannot be found in all the Scripture, 'T'wo 
Places which better anſwer one another: Seeing in 

both the ſame Apoſtle in the ſame Epiſtle, to the lame 


Perſons, contradiſtinguiſhes himſelf and the Saints to 


whom he writes from the whol: World; which yet ac- 
cording to theſe Men's Comments ought to be under- 
ſtood of Believers ; as if St. Fohn had ſaid, We know 
Particular Believers are of GOD, but the whole World 
of Believers lieth in Wickedneſs, What abſurd wreſt- 
ing of Scripture were this? And yet it may be as well 
pleaded for as the other. Seeing then the Apoſtle tells 
us plainly, That CurrsT died not only for the 
Church of GOD to whom he wrote, but alſo fr 
the whele World, let us hold faſt this Truth, which we 


Have receiv'd not of Men but of GO D. 


18. But in order to make it yet more plain, we 
ſhall ſhew theſe two Things. 
Firſt, That GO hath given to every Man born 
into the World, a Time or Day of Viftation, during 
Secondly, That for this End, he hath given to every 
Man, a Meaſure of Light and Grace, which if it is 
rot refifted will awork the Salvation of All; but if it 
is, will become their Condemnation. + 5

in that he condemns none but ſuch as might have been

This Doctrine agrees with the while: Teuar of the 
Goſpel, wherein Repentance and Remiſſion of Sins are 
commanded to be preach'd to every Creature. 
It magnifies the Merits and Death of Carism, in

chat it not only accounts them ſufficient to ſave All, 
but declares them to be brought ſo nigh to All, that 
they are thereby put into a Capacity of Salvation. 

It exalts above all the Grace of G OD, to which 
it attributes All Good, aſcribing thereto not only the 
firſt Motions of Good, but alſo the whole Converſion 
and Salvation of the Soul. 

As it mdkes the whole Salvation of Man to depend 

pon GOD, fo it makes his Condemnation to be wholly 
of himſelf, in that he refiſted the Grace of GOD, 
and when he might have been ſaved, wou'd not. 

It tales away all Ground of Deſpair, in that it gives 
every Man cauſe to hope for Salvation, zor yet doth it 

Feed any one in Security, in that none know how ſoon 
their Day may expire : And therefore, it is a compleat 
Incitement and lively Encouragement to every Man, to 

forſake Evil and cloſe with that which is Good. 
Laſtly, It is really and in effect, tho' not in ſo many 
Words, confirm d and eflabliſh'd by all the Preachers 
of the Chriſtian Religion, that ever were, or now are, 
even by thoſe who otherwiſe oppoſe this Doctrine: In 

that they all, whatſoever Place they come to, do 
preach to the People and to every Individual among 
them, that they may be ſaved, intreating them to 
believe in CHRIST, who hath died for them, 88 
that what they deny in the general, they ac 
knowledge of every Particular; there being no Man 
to whom they do not preach, in order to Salvation, 
telling him JESUS CHRIST calls and wills him to be- by 
lieve and be Javed: And that if he refuſe he hall lp, 

therefore be condemn'd, and his Condemnation is of MR "A 

| Himſelf. Such is the Power of Truth, that it con- WW, 
ſtrains its Adverſaries, even againſt their Wills to plead Mt 

for it. —˖̃—̃ * 
20. We do not indeed by this Day of Vifitation, un-. 
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derſtand the whole time of a Man's Life; tho' in ſome - A 
it may be extended to the very Hour of Death: But 2 
ſuch a Seafon, at leaſt, as ſufficiently elears G OD Wl / 
every Man's Condemnation, which to ſome may be 00 


ſooner, and to others later, according as the Lo x in 
his Wiſdom ſees meet. So that many Men may, out- 
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live this Day, after which GOD /«f*rs them to be 
hardned, as a juſt Puniſhment of their wilful Unbelief, 
and even rai/es them up as Inſtruments of Wrath, and 
makes them a Scourge one againſt another. 'To Men 
in this Condition may be fitly applied thoſe Scrip- 
tures, which are abuſed to prove, That GO D con- 
rains Men to ſin. This is plainly expreſs'd by the 
Apoſtle, Rom. i. from v. 17. to the end: But eſpeci- 
ally v. 28. Even as they did not like to retain GO D 
in their Knowledge, GO D gave them up to. a Repro- 
bate Mind, to do thoſe Things which are not convenient. 
And that many outlive the Day of their Viſitation, 
appears by CHR IST's weeping over Feruſalem, Luke 
xix. 42. ſaying, F Thou hadſi known in this thy Day 
= be Things that belong unto thy Peace! But now they 
are hid from thy Eyes: This plainly imports a time 
= when they might have known them, which now was. 
removed from them. £ SY 
22121. But tho' we affirm there is a time given to all, 
wherein they -zay be ſaved, yet we deny not ſuch 

Grace may be given to Some, that they uf? be ſaved. 
There may be ſome in whom the Grace of GOD ſo 


== worketh, that they cannot reſiſt it. But there are none 
5 in whom it doth not work ſo that they might be ſaved, 
i they did not wilfully reject Salvation. 5 
IX 22. By theſe Poſitions, two Great Objections are 
” FX alily ſolved. The firſt is brought from thoſe Places 
n of Scripture, wherein GOD ſeems to have predeſ- 
> Mi tinated ſome to Salvaticn. We grant he has: So here 
is no Difficulty at all. The Second is drawn from thoſe 
Nl Places, wherein G O D ſeems to have predeſtinated 
3 ſome to Deſtruction; becauſe he is ſaid, To harden 
ef cir Hearts, and to have raiſed them up, that they 


$7122! cauſe his Power to be known. But if they be 

Fumber'd among thoſe Men, whoſe Day of Viſitation 
over, this Objection alſo is at an end. N 
23. We come now more directly to ſhew, That 
EO hath given to every Man a Day or Time of 
5 ifitation, auberein it is poſſible for him to be ſaved. 
ow if we prove that, there is a Time or Day 
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actually periſh, the Matter is done. (For none deny

given, in Which thoſe might have been ſaved, who 


that thoſe who are ſaved have a Day of Viſitation) 
And this appears by the Complaints the Spirit of GOD, 
thro' out the whole Scripture, makes, even to thoſe that 
did Periſh, challenging them for not accepting GOD's 


| Viſitation and offer'd Mercy. Thus the LoD ex- | 7 


preſſes himſelf firſt of all to Cain, Gen. iv. 6, 7. 
And the Lo Rx D ſaid unto Cain, why art thou wroth, 
end why is thy Ccuntenance fallen? If thou dofl evell, 
ſhalt Thou not be accepted ? If thou doſt not well, Sin 
lieth at the Door. This was ſaid to Cain, before he 
ſlew his Brother. We ſee how GOD gave him War- 
ning; and offer'd, in the Day of his Viſitation, Ac- 
ceptance if he did well. For thoſe Words, Shalt thou 
not be accepted? Muſt import, Thou foalt be accepted, 
if thou doſt .well. So that if we may truſt GO D. 
the Fountain of all Truth, there was a Day in which 
it was poſſible, even for Cain to be accepted. The 
Lo xp himſelf alſo ſhews, That he gave a Day of 


Viſitation to the Old World, Gen. vi. 3. And the Lo np 


faid, my Spirit ſhall not always firive with Man: 
Manifeſtly implying, That his Spirit did ſtrive with 
him for a Seaſon, which Seaſon expiring, GOD ceas'd 
to ſtrive with him in order to his Salvation. From this 
Day of Viſitation which GOD hath given to many, 
it is, that he is ſaid to Wait to be gracious, Jſai, xxx, 
18. And to be bng-/uffering, Exod. xxxiv. 6. Numb. 
xiv. 18. P/al. Ixxxvi. 15. and Fer. xv. 15. where 
the Prophet in his Prayer lays hold on the Long-/7- 
fering of 0 D; and in his Expoſtulating with GOD, 
he ſhuts out the Objection of our Adverſaries in the 
18th Verſe, Why is my Pain perpetual and my Wound 
incurable, which refuſeth to be healed ? Wilt Thou al. 
together be unto me as a Liar and as Waters that fail? 
Whereas, according to our Adverſaries Opinion, % 
Pain of the moſt Part of Men is perpetual, and their 
| Wiund altogether incurable. Vea the Offer of Salvation 
unto them is as @ Lie and as Waters that fail, being re- 
ver intended to be of any Effect unto them. The A. 
polile Peter ſays exprefly, That this Long: ſuſtering 9

COD waited in the Days of Noah, for tho/e of the 
Old World; anſwerably to Ger. vi. 3. And that none 
may object that this Long-/ufering or ſtriving of the 
Lo xo was not in order to their Salvation, the ſame. 
Apoſtle faith as exprefly (2. Pet, iii, 15.) That the 


Tong-ſuſfering of GOD is to be accounted Salvation: 


And. with this Long-/ufering, a little before he couples, 
That he is not willing that any ſpould periſh. Where, 
taking him for his own Interpreter, as is m6ſt fit, he 
teaches, that thoſe to whom the Lo RD is long-/uffering - 
(which he declareth he was to the Old World, and is.

286. The Sum is this: If Go p plead with the Wicked, 
from the Poſſibility of their being accepted; if Go p's 
Spirit ſtrive with them for a Seaſon, in order to ſave 
them who afterwards periſh ; if he wait to be gracious 
unto them; if he be Long-ſuffering towards them; if 
during the Time of this Long-ſuffering Go p willeth 
them not to periſh, but by the Riches of his Goodneſs 
and Forbearance leadeth them to Repentance ; Then 
there was a Day of Viſitation, even to thoſe who have 
 periſh'd, wherein they might have been ſav'd. 
27. Secondly, This appears from Jaiab, v. 4 
Nhat could I hawe done more to my Vineyard? For 
in Verſe 2, he ſaith, He had finced it and gather'd 
out the Stones thereof and planted it with the choiceſt 
Fine. And yet. (faith he) when I looked it ſhould have 
 Grought forth Grapes, it brought forth Wild Grapes. 
"Wherefore he calleth the Men of Fudah to judge be- 
tween him and his Vineyard, ſaying, What cud 1 
Bae done more to my Vineyard than ] have done in it! 
And yet (as is ſaid) it brought forth Wld Grapes + 
Which was applied to thoſe in I/ acl, who refuſed 
 GOD's Mercy. The fame Similitude is uſed by 
CayrisT, Matt, xx3. 33. Mark xit. 1. and Luke xx. 
g. where JEsus ſhews, how to ſome @ Vineyard 
aas planted, and all Things given neceſſary for them, 
to get them Fruit to render their Maſter, and how the 
Maſter many Times waited to be merciful to theni, in 
fending Servants after Servants, and paſſing by many 
Offence:, before he determined to deſtroy and caſt them 
out. Now this cannot be underſtood of the Saints, or 
of fuch as repent and are ſaved: For its faid expreſsly, 
le awill defiroy them. Neither would the Parable any 
way anſwer the End for which it is brought, if theſe 
Mien had not been in a Capacity to have done good. 
Yea ſach was their Capqeity that CR Is faith in the 
Prophet, what cou'd I have done more? So, that it. 
is manifeſt, by this Parable, repeated by Three 
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Evangeliſts, Cur1sT declares his Long-ſuffering to- 
wards thoſe Men, who, when Means of Salvation were 
afforded to them, did nevertheleſs reſiſt and wou'd not 
be ſaved. _ | „ 

28. Laſtly, That there is a Day of Viſitation given even 
to the Wicked, wherein they may be ſaved, and which 
being expired they are then ſhut out from Salvation, 
appears evidently by ChRIST's Lamentation over Fe- 
ruſalem, expreſt in three ſundry Places, Matt. xxiii. 37, 
Luke xiii. 34, and 19, 41, 42. And when he was. come 
near, he beheld the City and wept over it, ſaying, If 
thou hadſi known, even thou, at leaſt in this thy Day 


ie Things that belong io thy Peace! But now they are 


hid from thine Eyes: Than which nothing can be more 

plain. For firſt, he here ſhews, That there was a Day, 
wherein the Inhabitants of Feraſalem might have known 
thoſe Things that belonged to their Peace: Secondly, 


1 That during that Day, he was willing to have gather'd 


them, even as a Hen gathereth her YToung: Thirdly, 
That becauſe they refuſed the Things belonging to their

29. So it is after they have rejected the Offer of 
Mercy, and Salvation, and not before, that GOD 
hardens Mens Hearts. And thus To him that hath 


. Hall be given; and from him that hath not, Gall be 


taken away, even that which he hath; He hath 


. not; becauſe he hath loſt the Seaſon of uſing it, and ſo 


to him it is now as nothing. For CHRIST uſes this. 
Expreſſion, Matt. xxv. 26. on occaſion of the taki

Fl thers, ſaying, Go uuto this People and jay, Hearing ye 
4 ſhall hear, and ſhall not under tand, and ſeeing ye all 
ſee, and ſhall not perceive. For the Heat of this People 
7s waxed groſs and their Ears are dull of hearing, and 
their Eyes have they cloſed; leaft they ſhould ſee wit) 
their Eyes, and hear with their Ears, and underſiand 
avith their Hearts, and ſhould be converted and I ſhould 
neal them. So it appears, that GOD wou'd have 
had them to ſee, but they claſed their Eyes; and there- 
fore they were juſtly harden'd. bY 
30. What now remains to be proved is, That i

Viſitation, a Meaſure of ſawing ſufficient Light and 
Grace. And this I ſhall prove, thro! GO D's Aſſiſ- Wb 
tance, by plain and clear "Teſtimonies of Scripture. I 
Firſt, from that of St. John i. g. That was Wi 
| tbe 955 Light which lighteth ewery Man that cometh 
into the World. He had Plaid before, The Life that is in WE 
him is the Light of Men, and, the Light ſmineth in 
the Darkneſs: And to this he adds, He is the true 
Light that lighteth every Man that cometh into the 
 Warld. 24 
32. From whence we may in ſhort obſerve, That 
the Apoſtle calls Currsr the Light of Men. i 
And as he is the Light, F ave walk op him in that 
Light which he commanicates to us, we come to haw? 
Fellewſbip and Communion with him, as the ſame 
Apoſtle faith elſewhere, 1 John i. 7. Secondly, That 
this Light fhineth. in the Darkneſs, tho the Darkne/s WE 
comprehend it not, Thirdly, That his true Liobt 1 
lighteth every Man 8 cometh into the World; Here 
the Apoſtle carefully avoids their Captiouſneſs, who 
wou'd reftrain this to a certain Number; for, where 
every one is, there is none excluded. And ſhou d they

fay, that this every Man is only every one of the Elec, 
the following Words every Man that cometh into the 
World wou'd plainly refute them. So that it is clear, 
there comes no Man into the World, whem Caxrisr 
hath not enlightened in ſome Meaſure, and in whoſe 
dark Heart the Light hath not ſhined. 7% the Dark- 
neſs comprehend dt not, yet it ſhineth there, and the 
Nature thereof, is to diſpell the Darkneſs, where 
Men ſhut not their Eyes upon it. 

33. And for what End this Light is given, is expreſt 
in Verſe 7. where John is ſaid to come for a Witneſs 
fo bear Witneſs to the Light, that all Men thro it 
( avTs) might believe, Our Tranſlators indeed (to 
make it ſuit their own Doctrine) have turned the 
Words thro* Him, as if all Men were to believe thro“ 
John. For which as there is nothing in the Text, 
ſo it is contrary to the whole Strain of the, Context. 
For ſeeing Cn R15T hath lighted every Man with this 
Light, is it not, that they may come to believe 2h 

tit? Fohn ſhined not in the Darkneſs, but this Light 
ſhineth in the Darkneſs, that having diſpell'd the Dark- 
nels, it may beget Faith. TR | 

34. Seeing then this Light is the Light of Jesvs. 
Cur1sT, and the Light thro' which Men come ta 
believe it needs not to be doubted, but that it is a ſuper- 
natural, ſaving and ſufficient Light. It cannot be any 
of the natural Faculties of our Soul, becauſe it is ald 
to ſhine in the Darkneſs, which Darkneſs is no other 
than the natural State of Man. And that it is ſufficient 
and ſaving, I prove thus £21 

That which is given that all Men thro' it may 
believe; that by walking in which we have Fellowſhip 
with GOD, muſt be ſufficient to Salvation; but ſuch 
is this Light, Therefore, it is ſufficient for Salvation. 

Again, That which we are commanded to believe in, 
that we may become the Children of the Light, muſt be a 
ſupernatural, ſufficient and ſaving Principle : . But we are 
commanded ſo to believe in this Light. Therefore, It 

zs a ſupernatural, ſufficient, and ſaving Principle. 

I )he firſt Propoſition cannot be denied; the ſecond is 
CurisT's own Words, Jobn xii. 36. While ye have 
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the Light, believe in the Light, that ye may be the 
Children of the Light. 
35. If it be fad, That by Light here 15 meant 
CAHRIST's outward Perſon, this is ſufficiently anſwered 


by the Words themſelves, and by the Verſe going be 


fore, Walk, while ye haue the Light, leaſt Darkne/; 
come upon you; plainly importing, That when that 
Light in which they were to believe was removed, 
they ſhou'd loſe the Capacity or Seaſon of believing. 
Now this cou'd not be underſtood of © = 15T's Per- 
fon ; for many did ſavingly believe in run (as we do 
at this Day) when His outward Perſon was far removed 
from them. So that this Light in which they were 


commanded to believe muſt be that inward Light from 


Cukisr, which ſhines in every Man's Heart for a 


Seaſon, even during the Day of his Viſitation : While 
this continueth to call, invite and exhort, Men are ſaid 


to have it, and may believe in it. But when they 
have rejected it, it is at length withdrawn, and then 
they know not where to go. And therefore to 


ſuch rebellious ones, the Day of the Lord is ſaid to be 
Dar übneſ and not Light, Amos v. 18. 5 
356. That 2 Meaſure of this ſaving Light or Goat 


3s given to All, CnhRIsT telleth us expreſsly in the 
Parable of the Sower, Matt. xiii. Mark iv. and Luke 


viii. where He faith, That this Seed ſown in thoſe 
| ſeveral Sorts of Ground, is The Word of the Kingdom, 
even that Word which, as St. James ſaith, is able to. 
ſave the Soul, Now we may obſerve, That the Seed 
| which was ſown by the May ſide, and in the Stony 
and Thorny-Ground, altho' it did not profit there, was 


the ſame Seed which was ſown in the good Gr ound. 


But the Cares of the World, or the Deceitfulneſs of 


Riches, or the Deſire of other Things, or the Fear of 


| Perſecution, hinders this Seed from growing in the 


Hearts of many. Not but that, in its own Nature, 
it is ſufficient to Salvation; being the very ſame with 
that, which groweth up and proſpereth in the Hearts 
of thoſe who receive it. So that, tho' all are not 


ſaved by it, yet there is a Seed of Salvation fown in 
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the Hearts of All, which wou'd grow up and fave 


the Soul, if it were not-choaked and hindered. 


37. To this anſwers the Parable of the Talents, 
Matt. xxv. He that had two Talents was accepted as 
well as he that had five, becauſe he uſed them to his 
Maſter's Profit. And he that had one might have 
done the ſame. His Talent was of the ſame Nature 
with the Reſt. It was as capable to have brought 
forth ah Increaſe in Proportion as any of theirs. And 
ſo, tho' there be not a like Proportion of Grace given 
to all, but to ſome Aue Talents, to ſome tauo, and to 
ſome one Talent only, yet there is given to All that 
which is ſufficient, and no more is required than ac- 
cording to that which is given: For unte whom- 


| forever much is given, of him alja much ſhall be requir d. 
| Luke xii. 48. He that had the two Talents was ac- 
| cepted in giving four, nothing leſs than he that gave 


the ten. So ſhou'd he alſo that gave the one, if he 


had given favs. And no Doubt one was as Capable of 
| producing tvs, as five of producing ten, or tvs four. 


38. 1 ſhall add but one Proof more, That al! Mer 


| have a Meaſure of ſaving Grace, which is that of the 


Apoſtle Paul to Titus, c. ii. 11. The Grace of GOD 


that bringeth Salvation hath appeared unts all Men: 
Than which there can be nothing more clear, it com- 
* prehending both Parts of the Controverſy. Firſt, it 


& teſtifies, that it is no natural Principle, but the Grace 
of GOD bringing Salvation. Secondly, It ſays, that 
chis hath appeared, not to a Few, but 70 all Men. 
And there is nothing (as the following Words declare) 
required of Man, which this Grace teacheth not. Yet 
have heard a Publick Preacher, to evade the Strength 
of this Text, deny this Grace to be ſaving and ſay, 1: 
neant only common Graces, ſuch as is the Heat of the 
Fire and the Light of the Sun. Such is the Darkneſs 
Jof thoſe that oppoſe the Truth! Whereas the Text 
faith expreſsly, it is ſaving (Sorieios). Others that 
cannot deny but it is ſaving, fay, This a// Means 


not every individual, but only ſome of all Kinds. But is 
a bare Denial ſufficient to overturn a poſitive Aſſertion? 


f the Scriptures may be ſo abuſed, what ſo abſurd as

may not be pleaded for from them? Or what ſo 
manifeſt as may not be denied? We have then no Rea. 
ſon to be ſtagger'd at their denying what the Scripture 
expreſsly affirms. They may as well perſuade us, chat 
we do not intend that which we alfirm, as make us 
believe the Apoſtle ſpeaks a Thing in plain Words, 
and yet intends quite the Contrary. _ 

39. And indeed can there be any Thing more ab- 
ſurd, than to ſay, where the Word is plainly Ar: 


it does not mean Al L, butonly Few ? It is true that 


ALL is ſometimes taken for the greater Number, of 
two Numbers mention'd ; but let them ſhew us if 
they can, either in Scripture, or Profane or Eccleſi- 


aſtical Writings, that any Man who wrote Senſe, did 
ever uſe the Werd ALL, to expreſs of two Mem- = 
bers, the Le ſſer.
